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Abstract The article is meant to contribute to the longitudinal project ‘Shapes of mind; Textual 
embodiment and thermodynamic description’ of cognitive processes, which is of import for the 
development of societies as well as international relations. Introduced is a quote of Heisenberg on the 
formation of ‘the united states of Europe’ that cannot be considered without putting the Empire of 
Russia into perspective. To achieve a structural approach to its mental prerequisites, the [AaO] 
formalism has been applied and produced the global state attractor Improvement for the dimension of 
Intention. The underlying multiple states have been associated with the improvements observed in the 
evolution of the European Union. Observed multiple stable states have shown that the dynamics in the 
flow and fusion graphs are organising themselves into several different state attractions. The 
Orientation dimension, related to the EU, could be linked with multiple developments within Russia 
and the dark shadows that have been cast by the Russian’s in their reshaping of power for imperial 
purposes. In extension, in the application of the [AaO] formalism, corresponding naming processes 
have produced Hubris as a substantial result and manifested Faithfulness in the reconstruction of the 
Empire as its conceptualised root of the evolved orientation. 


Some Historical Facts on Empires 

The European Union (EU) is in the first place an economic and in the second a 
political union of 28 member states (recognized by the EU in 2018). The Treaty of Eisbon is 
amending the Treaty of the EU and the Treaty of the European Community, signed at Eisbon 
(2007, December 13). At present, it can be concluded that the EU has evolved out of 
centuries of historical events that have occurred after the Eall of Rome (476 AC). As a 
consequence of Rome’s dysfunction, at least three Empires were following, namely the 
Erankish, the Holy Roman and in particular the British and Russian conglomerates of 
countries or states. In the nineteenth century, the ideas of a European unity did emerge and 
became expressed substantially in Viktor Hugo’s speech to the International Peace Congress 
(1849). He proposed an Etats-Unis d'Europe. Eurthermore, a note in History & Culture by R. 
Wilde (2019, August 22) gives some details about the NATO and its Treaty, which was 
created and signed in 1949: 

In the beginning, there were twelve signatories, including the United States, 
Canada and Britain. The head of NATO’s military operations is the Supreme 
Allied Commander Europe, a position held by an American so that their troops 
don’t come under foreign command, answering to the North Atlantic Council of 
ambassadors from member nations, which is led by the Secretary General of 
NATO, who is always European. 

The present Secretary-General Jens Stoltenberg is still pushing hard on what works when he 
opened the meeting (2019, December 4) at the fashionable Grove Hotel in Watford 
Hertfordshire, England. According to Stoltenberg: “NATO is history's most successful 
alliance. We have changed as the world has changed. Regardless of our differences of 
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opinion, we will continue to unite around our main task: to defend one another, one for all, all 
for one ...” 

The following six countries agreed to a customs union in 1957, namely Belgium, 
France, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, and West Germany and signed “The Treaty of 
Rome”. This agreement came into force in 1958. In opposition to the agreement, the United 
Kingdom (UK) refused to join the custom union and declared the negotiations for the Treaty 
of Rome as irrelevant. When the UK finally managed to negotiate, it was seen by the English 
to be a defeat for UK’s exceptionalism rather than a victory for European solidarity (Peel, 
2016, September 16). At its official Website the EU informs the public of the fact that the 
UK voted in 2016 to leave the EU and that the UK formally notified its intention to leave by 
triggering the opt-out Article (50) of the Eisbon Treaty. The departure is scheduled for (2020- 
01-31). Until then, the UK remains a full member of the EU with all rights and obligations. 

A contemporary observer of the European scene was the Noble Prize Winner Werner 
Karl Heisenberg (Heisenberg, 2018). After the Second World War, he conceived the necessity 
of an integration as a cure to the extreme nationalism, which had dominated Europe. Several 
political leaders postulated the emergence of a United States of Europe much like the 
constitution of the United States of America. In this post-war atmosphere, Heisenberg 
formulated the following quote: 

I think that if a United States of Europe were to be formed, it would be in our 
interests to fight for it, as all our old traditions would remain in such a united 
Europe, whereas if we were to start now as part of the Russian Empire, 
everything that had ever been in Germany would disappear. 

This quotation appeared in Brainy Quote, https://www.brainyquote.com/topics/germany. Most 
of the difficulties, attributed to the communication of concepts like ‘United’ or ‘Empire’ 
through natural language expressions, reside in the fact that various readers may have 
different notions in mind. Hence, any formulation or re-formulation of those concepts must 
necessarily address the essence of the underlying conceptual relations. This is so because 
essence must be put into words. It cannot be pictured or produced otherwise. Much of the 
implied preciseness in the formulation of a concept therefore concerns the exactness in the 
identification of its structural relationships. 

Since the dependency associations of a particular concept are forming the boundaries 
of its edifice, individual experience can textually be integrated only to a certain degree. Thus, 
variations in structure enable a concept to grow successively with growing experiential 
understanding. It is, however, seldom or never made explicit whether the communicator has 
been able to use words or acts just on intuition in the expression of his concepts. This problem 
will be approached with Heisenberg’s formulation. In particular, his wording style may result 
in an asymmetry in intention and orientation. Moreover, an asymmetric perspectivation of 
disparities may result in the unfolding and folding of the energy spaces of the addressed 
quote. However, before the produced spaces will be revealed, the established coding protocol 
of the flow hypothesis will be demonstrated graphically with the design of Eigure 1. 

Imaging textual flow processes 

The periods and fractions of periods in text production have been instrumental in 
setting up the necessary flow chart for imaging the movement patterns of strings of 
graphemes. In processing a path, alpha (a) and beta (P) strings as well as dummies (0) are 
used with the purpose to represent the sliding in the progression from one state to the next. In 
relation to the produced strings, horizontal lines are indicating the intervals of progression 
follows.

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As an organising device, the arrow of time plays an important role in connecting the direction 
of time with the anticipated thermodynamic processes. The chart is simultaneously showing 
how string movements are influencing the development of differences in the connectedness of 
various strings of graphemes. In imaging the (a) and (P) strings, a rigorous examination of the 
path of a grapheme configuration and its channelling specifies the degree to which a particular 
grapheme configuration is reversibly approachable during the course and thereby is changing 
its degree of redundancy. In its composition is the acceleration in the processes expressible 
through the radians of the graphemes. By means of transformed and interpolated radians, 
changes in the flow dynamics do reflect the functional relations between the radians on a path. 
During transformation are trajectories developing, which are dependent on the constraining 
effects of spinning discs. They are communicating and governing the conductive capacity of 
channelling operations. 

For example, (ai) is changing at (as) and ( 04 ), which means that the dummy (0) of 
(as) becomes supplemented with the [ROT(a 2 )], i.e., “the shadow” of the immediately 
preceding variable as well as with the string of graphemes, marked with (...). This principle 
has operated when the expression [ROT(a 2 ) + ROT(a 3 )] is fading into position (04). 
Variations in the materialized or virtual (shadowed) strings make up the most visible 
differences within a particular path. Since the Agent-action-Objective [AaO] formula (B. 
Bierschenk, 2005, 2011,) offers the proper instrument for the study of the flows on both sides 
as well as the resulting morphogenesis, it has been possible to demonstrate that derived [AaO] 
units carry both the textual agents as well as the textual objectives. 

In conclusion, coupling the movement of strings of graphemes at the micro level with 
the trends at the macro level indicates that the communicated essence of a path can be 
approached/rom the inside out and described as a global trend. Furthermore, in relation to 
the AaO formula, the “proof’ (Mackenzie, 1998) and “Sphere packing” (Wikipedia, 2019, 
November, 14) have shown that evidence does not depend on parameter fitting but is 
established through “packing” of hyperbolic spaces as well as through an application of 
Greene’s (1999, p. 278) mirroring strategy. 

Calculation of magnitudes 

Since materialised strings appear at the text surface as graphemes, they mark certain 
resonance properties. In view of the fact that the individuality of a string manifests itself 
through the presence or absence of a grapheme, uniqueness in resonance and growth appears 
at the kinematic level as a movement that is observable through the geometrical calculation of 
magnitudes. This means that movements must be related to string-variety as well as 
grapheme-variability. Further, the strict dependency in the bonding is governing channelling 
and refraction. If the bonding of the observed (a) and (P) variables would appear to be 
dependent only on a linear relationship, the resulting space would appear stationary. Since it 
has been possible to express the overall dynamics in a sequence as distance from the 
thermodynamic equilibrium, it has also been possible to show that this circumstance prevents 
the production of stationary results. 

In producing dynamic grapheme patterns, the individuality in the clocking of a 
component is observable through PTA/Vertex (I. Bierschenk & B. Bierschenk, 2011). In 
addition, the dynamics of a component must be related to intention. Unless measuring and 
observing the componential (A) and (O) behaviour is related to the proper time scale, 
measuring the componential variables cannot be accounted for with exactness. By handling 
every single component in a (A/0) pair individually, a component is following its own 
autonomous rhythm. Hence, the [AaO] system is capable of establishing two autonomous 
clocks, namely the A-clock governing the A-component and the 0-clock governing the O-

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component. Moreover, the crucial import of local string interactions can be demonstrated only 
through a rotation-governed processing of specific changes in their angular articulation. 

Every rotation of a single string segment is treated as an expression of the variable’s 
resonating property. Thus, the winding magnitude of a (a) or (P) strand is taken as basis (1/1). 
Since it is an expression of the strand’s contextual circumstances, its surface-oriented curling 
plays a complementary role, which is accounted for by adding the fraction of (1/10) as curling 
value to the basic winding value of the strand. Thereafter the contextual fitness value is added 
as a valve fraction of (1/100) of the winding-value, however now multiplied with the actual 
number of graphemes. This procedure is reiterated for every segment. If a segment is 
growing, this lowers the short-distance sensitivity of a strand and, thus, is increasing its 
resonating capacity. 

The unfolded energy space of the Agent component is in Eigure 2 demonstrated at the 
left-hand side. When the space of the graph is measured in geometrical terms, it becomes 
obvious that the established rotations and translations have been at work in the production of a 
Potential Energy Surface (PES).

In general, if a completely flat, e.g. a uniformly expanding surface would have come into 
existence it would be a “Gaussian” (1812) curvature, which would have zero property 
(Andrews, 1998, p. 388). However, in the context of the AaO formula, this is an 
inconceivable condition, since the spin structure of the (a) variables is always curving and 
developing in certain directions. “The major development of the theory of the hypergeometric 
function was carried out by Gauss ...” (Andrews, 1998, p. 357, 388). When the development 
is arrested at the tip of a composite, like (ai), the corresponding surface is forming a peak, 
which means that the complexity of the string segment [jif a United States of Europe'] is 
developing with a rotational speed of ((()=7.0821). The right-hand side of the A-graph reflects 
this circumstance in the coordinates (X2, Yl). More slowly in their clocking mood is the 
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variable (a 4 ), reflecting a value of ((t)=0.3381) in the position (X4, Yl), while variable (au), 
shown in the coordinates (X3, Y5), has a value of ((t)=1.2137) and variable (ais) in the 
position (X4, Y5) has a value of ((})=-1.1316). The background reveals a certain kind of 
implicitness, which is the redundancy in the processed information. Thus, observable are 
translations that are characteristic for the expression of depth (blushed). To reiterate, the steep 
in the background near or below zero corresponds operationally with lower rotational speed, 
compared to the non-negative expressions, particularly related to the middle ground as well as 
the back of the right-hand side. 

Figure 2 shows the unfolded energy space of the Objective component at the right- 
hand side. In the first interval of the 0-graph, it is observable that the special character of the 
channelling operation, when compared to the left-hand side of the 0 -graph, has generated 
redundancies that are more complex. For example, relative coordination of the first four steps 
has governed the accelerations of the (PO variable (0=-29.5992) in the position (XI, Yl). The 
second (Pi) variable is marked in the location (X2, Yl) and carries (0=-25.2O43) while the 
third variable (Pa,) takes up the position (X3, Yl) and shows (0=-16.7227). Finally the last 
variable (P 4 ) in the first interval is to be found at (X4) with a value of (0=-6.9351).

Dependent on the constraining effects of the states of the systems are processes of twisting 
and twining developing during translation. These states are governing the conductive capacity 
of the channelling operations. 

In contrast, whenever a variable of the 0-clock prefers to stay at its own speed, it is 
satisfying its own clocking mode. This means that a lacking entanglement can be illustrated 
with (Pe), appearing in the position (X2, Y2) and carrying the value (0=6.0759) to which the 
string segment ['be in our interesf] is associated. Further, absent entanglements in the 
variables (P?) in the location (X3, Y2), variable (P 9 ) in the position (X2, Y3), and variable 
(Pii) in the place (X2, Y4) imply the expression of speed and the generation of a plateau, 
which is bridging over the intervals two to four. As a function of all (P) variables as well as 
their coordinates, the (P) geometry allows access to “maxima” as well as “minima” (Wales, 
2003, p. 3). 

The structural stability of Intention and Orientation 

The extent to which a surface description can give expression to the degree of 
curvature in a shape depends on Gaussian evidence, i.e., the product of curvature expanding 
in orthogonal directions. Moreover, when the interpolation of the radians depends on the 
negative exponential function, a local smoothing technique is applicable, which is using 
polynomial regression and weights, computed from the Gaussian density function. 

In general, the high dimensional energy space of Figure 2 provides the ground for 
folding in the low dimensional energy landscape of Figure 3. For a fixed value, a structural 
quantity is obtainable by averaging the corresponding radians over all other degrees of 
freedom. Any time averaging is repeated, it provides the fusion dynamics (an interpolation) 
over the range of all physical values that are of interest in relation to the order parameters 
(X=Strain, Y=Shear). 

Strain presented on (X), represents some measures of compactness, while Shear 
presented on (Y), marks the fraction of native contacts. Variable displacements for high 
dimensional as well as low dimensional spaces are corresponding to changes in their strings 
of graphemes. The dynamics of the strings of graphemes and their composite clusters as well 
as the folding of groups of composites is topologically approachable. A change in the Free 
Energy Surface (FES) of Eigure 3 means a change in its internal order factor.

The system in relation to the potential energy is corresponding to the folding and its order 
parameters. With a global view on EES, grouping of composites can be validated based on the 
‘funnel’ concept (Wales, 2003, p. 62). Eunnelling must signify stability as well as change. 
While certain composites fold easily, others require more energy investment. Since the fusion 
dynamics refers to invested effort, its thermodynamic equilibrium determines geometrical 
properties that can be observed directly on the surface of a low dimensional landscape. 
Understanding how a particular system can relax efficiently to particular structures or 
substructures (within certain regions) requires a global view on the obtained landscape. Even 
knowledge of the distribution of “barrier heights” that separate local minima is “not generally 
sufficient to understand the global dynamics. Unless the minima are identified, the actual 
barrier cannot be separated” (Wales, 2003, p. 2). 

When a landscape is considered as context, the cooperation between their order 
parameters and the dimensions of Intention and Orientation is no longer the objective of the 
physical conditions of making experience. Instead, it is the hyperbolic determination of the 
global attractor that comes into focus. Thereby, new constraints are produced, which pass 
beyond the limit of reality. Because of transcending physical reality, attractor landscapes are 
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evolving, which have the hyperbolic property of extrinsic as well as intrinsic curvatures. The 
attractor space, shown in Figure 3, will be discussed by following the path towards the 
highest state attractor, which, however, is not the global attractor. Again, in naming five 
singularities, the orientation in Heisenberg’s thoughtful quotation has been contextualised with respect 
to its specificity. In the manifestation of structural (i.e. terminological) stability, the description 
of the moulded and remoulded termini will follow the outlined procedure. 

Description of Orientation 

The attractor {To<)=Hubris) appears in the position (X9, Y3) and amounts to a 
magnitude of (q=41.2639). In the EU context, the terminus implies an expression of 
sovereignty and domination, whereas the terminus in the Russian case merely means strong 
and exaggerated power estimation. In turning to the EU in the first place, the maneuvers of its 
administration are aiming at getting control over wages from its member states. The same 
applies to the members of the European Parliament who are set to vote on handling social 
security standards over to the EU administration. A basic request in this context is that 
economic standards and social cohesion are upheld in a way that will reduce the risk of 
different pay levels for the same activities. Eor some EU members, this development appears 
as a “naked power grab”, which would lead to further power transfer and control, and 
consequently an evolution into a “super-state”. Especially Britain (UK) before 2018 and with 
its ambition to conserve its Empire status, is seeing this orientation of the EU as an indication 
of a reckless ignorance towards member state difference, particularly in “honoring English 
dissimilarities” (Glencross, 2016) 

The other Empire state that is dissatisfied with the ongoing integration process of the 
EU is in the vision of the Russian, which tried to persuade countries at its border to join its 
newly created “Eurasian Union”. Unsuccessful talks with these countries were followed up 
with military interventions. Condemned by the Council of the European Union, the Council 
stated, “Russia’s violation of international law and the destabilisation of Ukraine /.../ 
challenge the European security order at its core.” The increasing shadow of the eastern 
power was sensed by its use of a wide range of methods for influencing political movements 
in Europe with the purpose to weaken the EU, according to Andrew Higgins’ (2018, March 
27) statement in the New York Times. 

The attractor (To9=Self-awareness) is visible in the coordinates (X3, Y3). Discernible 
by the magnitude of (q=-84.3553), the attractor state is reflecting a very high degree of 
information redundancy. Managing the alliance of states has inspired the EU to advice its 
members on how to foster cultural awareness in the expression of the values that are basic for 
a free and democratic Europe. The cultures of the EU are afforded legal protection (known as 
the Copenhagen criteria). These membership criteria were laid down at the June 1993 
European Council in Copenhagen, Denmark, from which they take their name. The criteria 
make the “European Cultures” different from many other cultures in various parts of the 
world (Northouse, 2019, April 13). Key competence for achieving an active citizenship is 
dependent on a positive self-awareness, which implies mirroring a rich cultural diversity (Jan 
Jaap Knol & Brecht Demeulenaere, in Expert, 2016, April 27). In contrast, the shadows of the 
Russian Empire have produced a certain lack of Self-awareness. Absolute power of its ruler 
makes him a highly ego-motional risk-taker. The result is a wanting self-awareness and 
contempt for other people’s opinion is a sign of the Hubris syndrome (Robertson, 2014). 

The attractor {Yo23=Emotion) is the transformation result that is present in the position 
defined by the coordinates (X2, Y3) and a magnitude of (q=-54.8035). A most pronounced 
insular expression of Ego-motion towards EU is due to Margret Thatcher’s passionate 
orientation contained in her exclamation “I want my money back”. Thatcher’s tussles in 1980 
with Europe according to BBC News (2013, April 8) led to her money statement, i.e., about 
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the contribution of the UK to the EEC and her request to adjust the English payments. 
Otherwise, she warned the EC members, UK would withhold VAT payments. The battle 
lasted four years and finally ended in victory for Thatcher but damaged the relations with the 
other EC countries for all eternity. Continental mentality, on the other hand, finds 
communality comforting and understands the EU integration as an objective of faith. An 
ever-closer Union is the moral response of the European’s to their achieved self-awareness. 

Understanding Russia with regard to its capacity to shadow the EU due to its Empire 
status and its imperial actions implies at the same time that its contempt is the emotional 
guidance in the treatment of Western Europe. In Adam Michnik’s (2014, July 21) view: “The 
policy of successive concessions leads nowhere. Putin is not a European-style politician.” In 
many ways, Putin conceives Europe as inferior, which means weak and decadent. A profound 
example is how Putin is handling of the Ukrainian crisis and his arrogance vis a vis the West. 
According to Philip in The Times (2019, November 12), Boris Johnson’s cover-up of Russian 
interference into the general election of 2019 in England is “inexplicable and shameful” as 
Hillary Clinton remarked in the article. Clinton told BBC that she was “dumbfounded” on the 
account that the government had not released the file “because every person who votes in this 
country deserves to see that report before your election happens”. 

Putin understands progress as gradual annexation of successive states. The latest 
endeavour is his attempt to integrate Belarus into the Russian Eederation. In contrasting the 
constituted differences between the alliance of the Europeans and the Russian Eederation 
means highlighting a condition in which the Russian’s are blackmailing again and again by 
‘trolling’ the West (Bershidsky, 2017, November 10). According to the Bild Zeitung, the 
foreign Minister Sigmar Gabriel did not mention that it was only Russia, which invented so 
far 25 versions about who tried, how and why Sergej Skripal was murdered (Ropcke, 2018). 
At least in the eyes of the English observers, Russia is acting shameless and unscrupulous. 
The Prime Minister Theresa May denounced the believed Russian action as the “first 
offensive use of a nerve agent in Europe since the Second World War”, according to Andrew 
Higgins, who wrote about the event in The New York Times (2018, March 27). 

The attractor {To 2 s=Faithfulness) has appeared as the global or final state attractor, 
which is located in the position (X4, Y4) and associated with the magnitude of (q=-43.0914). 
The terminus is pointing towards a new assertiveness towards needed reforms in the EU. It is 
concentrating on the simplification of work procedures, on modernizing its institutions and 
optimizing its methods in relation to power, status, and quality production. This aim means 
challenging the transparency of the EU and satisfying its need for new rules in order to 
promote the emergence of an integrated EU as a global and peaceful power on the 
international scene. 

Since the Russian leader’s domestic and foreign policy as well as his behaviour has 
become much more assertive and volatile toward the West, dark shadows are falling, which 
poses a grave and growing threat on the Western world. Paul. D. Shinkman (2018, March 28) 
has commented on the unity, shown by the West after the Salisbury attack, and argued that 
this event has “fundamentally altered the way the West is working to offset Vladimir Putin”. 
Each shift towards greater Empire dominance involves making war with often unsuspecting 
countries or assassinating outside its territories members of the Russian opposition. Hence, 
the Russian leadership in the guise of modern day czarism is seeing its mission in the 
rebuilding of the “dark” glory of Russia. In referring to the faithless ruling of Czar Alexander 
II, people must live without individual freedom and security. Again and again Darkness is 
falling on Russia. 
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The attractor (Io 20 =Federation) in the position (X2, Y5) carries the magnitude of (q=- 
29.5518). Under certain conditions, the EU and Russia are willing to recognise each other as 
key partners on the international scene and to cooperate on a number of issues of mutual 
interest. Supporting the link between EU and Russia implies a political dialogue. At the same 
time, it suggests also ongoing reflections upon developments and trends between both EU and 
Russia as its greatest neighbour. While the EU at present is not officially a federation, various 
academic observers nevertheless regard it as having the characteristics of a federal system. On 
the other hand, the term European super-state is used as a criticism particularly within the 
UK, which during its previous (however terminating) membership had opposed further 
integrations within the EU because the term implies for the British people a forced loss of 
national sovereignty. However, the European Union does not include every nation in Europe 
and there is no consensus among the existing member state governments towards becoming 
even a loose confederation. 

The Russian Soviet Eederative Socialist Republic became the independent Russian 
Eederation. Russia took up the responsibility for settling the USSR’s external debts, despite 
the fact that its population made up just half of the population of the USSR at the time of its 
dissolution. Renovation of the USSR was initially promoted by high oil prices and a weak 
currency. Eurther, the interconnectedness between governmental and economic powers was 
underlined by increasing domestic demand, consumption, and investments. 

Economic growth for nine straight years meant improving the standards of living and 
increasing Russia’s influence on the world stage. On the other hand, the World’s financial 
crisis in 2007-2008 and a subsequent drop in oil prices have had as its effect that the Russians 
have dropped in power and furthermore, domestic poverty has again started to rise. While 
many reforms have been made during the years of system renovation, the reforms have been 
generally criticized by Western nations as undemocratic. The system’s return to order and 
stability has not eased the criticism of Russia’s political system. Especially its human rights 
management and the reports about poisoning defectors and killing journalists have led to 
sharp negative reactions by Western governments. Einally, “increasingly tight control of the 
news media, ratcheted up after each tragedy /.../, has done little to dissipate this distrust and 
may even have aggravated it”, as Andrew Higgins observed the situation as he wrote about it 
in The New York Times (2018, March 27). 

Description of Intention 

With respect to the dimension of Intention, its complicated folding phenomenon is a 
manifestation of the underlying flow dynamics, which is visible in Eigure 4. Discernible in 
the Intention space is a lower mountain formation in the background, which refers to a 
folding dynamics of equal magnitude compared to some of the folding at the mountain in the 
foreground. The basins in the fore- and background imply fast folding. Mountains are 
surrounding the basins. This circumstance requires a fusion process that must proceed with 
uphill climbing in order to reach the highest state attractors. Just as for basins, any step in the 
fusion process must be uphill. Eor the actual analysis, at least five of the folded state 
attractions have been established and labelled for communicative purposes. 

As a rule, it is always possible to associate the description of a state with the formed 
attractor. A description communicates the kind of the trajectory of the climbing process. The 
closeness of a descriptor of an attractor to some other descriptors on the mountain makes the 
entrenched state attractor part of a structured configuration. This is a noticeable circumstance, 
which needs an elaboration. The description of the corresponding singularity is a part of the 
Orientation space, which Eigure 3 depicts and demarks as the observation of Defeat.

The attractor {TAn=Defeat) of the landscape of Intention has appeared in the position (X2, 
Y5). It stands out with a magnitude of (q=48.6I68). Eurthermore, the descriptor may be 
associated with Heisenberg’s digestion of the defeat of Germany due to the Second World 
War and dominated by a cold war between East and West. Therefore, the defeat has enforced 
the beginning of cooperation between BRD (1949-1990) and its closest neighbour state, the 
Soviet Union (1948-1991). The outcome of this enforcement was the set-up of the European 
Union (EU). In addition, the western European nations signed the Treaty of Brussels in 1948, 
which according to John Bew (2018, March 24), meant a “collective self-defence” and 
consequently the foundation for and creation of NATO with the goal to secure Europe after 
1945 vis a vis the Soviet Union. 

The Council of Europe was shortly thereafter emerging in 1949. In the early 1950s, 
the European Coal and Steel Community laid further ground for the development of a 
peaceful co-existence of West Germany with its neighbours. By the way, Heisenberg in 1954 
did participate in the establishment of the European Organization for Nuclear Research, 
known as CERN. 

In the 1950s, the Russians produced shadowing events, which created a hostile 
atmosphere due to the intervention by their mighty Empire. Soviet tanks in 1956 put down the 
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Protests against the Communist regime in Hungary. However, despite Russian market threats, 
this kind of external challenges had only a minor negative impact on the ability of the EU to 
meet its marketing and sales goals. To repeat, the Treaty of Rome was created and signed in 
1957. This agreement formed the basis for the constitution of the European Economic 
Community (EEC), in short, the ‘Common Market’ (EC) and it’s SWOT-analysis. The first 
positive outcome was an enlargement of the Union, which appeared in 1973 when Denmark, 
Ireland and the United Kingdom were joining the EU. Due to the changing appeal of the 
Union, Greece became a member in 1981, followed by Spain and Portugal in 1986. 
Moreover, a major influence on the EU had the downfall of the Berlin Wall in 1989 and the 
integration of the DDR (Deutsche Demokratische Republik) into a unified Germany, which 
opened the single market for all Europeans in 1990. 

The attractor {TM^=Downfair) has appeared in the position (X4, Y6) with a 
magnitude of (q=47.0650), pointing towards the collapse of the communist regimes across 
central and eastern Europe. This means that the frightening shadows from the east became 
weakened and three more members dared to join in 1995, namely Austria, Einland and 
Sweden. As a result of a lesser pronounced threat from Russia as the very eastern imperial 
power, Bulgaria and Romania have finally enrolled in 2007. Additionally, Croatia became the 
twenty-eighth member in 2013, which required a new security policy. As a response to the 
enduring aggression of the Russians, the new policy had its effect on the treatment of the 
Ukraine and EU’s response to the Russian’s annexation of Crimea. In terms of the 
argumentation, put forward in the article by John Bew, Russia has responded to the 
enlargement of NATO in the 1990s by conceiving it as an infringing process. Becoming itself 
the target of subtle attacks, the EU has to handle conflicts due to tension among its members; 
it has also to cope with appeasing ongoing hostile advancement from the Russians. Mark 
Galeotti (2018, March 27) writes in The Atlantic: 

For years now, Putin’s calculation has been that the West is strong but lacking 
in unity and will, allowing a scrappy Russia willing to bend and break the 
rules of international order to assert its place as a global player. Nevertheless, 
the success of this gambit hinged on his capacity to assess what the West 
would tolerate. By exceeding those limits, he may have delivered a triple 
blow to himself. 

In the vision of Heisenberg, a future development might well mean the creation of the 
“United States of Europe”. On the road towards a possible “super-state” as some people see 
it, the members of the EU might need to surrender their sovereignty in exchange to 
heightened security and an unprecedented transfer of wealth. Only if the European integration 
has developed into “a sense of common purpose” will the EU succeed with this kind of 
political unification and creation of stability (The unification of Europe, 2019, December 9). 

The attractor (TM 9 =Improvement) has appeared as the root of the dimension of 
Intention and implies the description of a singularity that is associated with the location (X2, 
Y4). It is carrying a magnitude of (q=47.4852). This state attractor is pointing towards the 
process of improving the property of ‘Europeanism’, which suggests the doctrine of a 
common European culture. In considering this aim, greater unity between the members of the 
EU is achievable in safeguarding their common heritage and in realising their ideals and 
principles of Europeanism, Wikipedia (2019, November 4). 

Unlike previous cold eastern shadows, today, the volatile Russian relations are 
shadowing the EU by means of a commitment to “predatory policies, no matter how taboo, 
that might help undermine the existing order in Europe, while insisting that Russia is the 
victim, not the aggressor” (Higgins, 2018, March 27). This intention is contrasting the 
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“Charter of Eundamental Rights of the European Union”, whieh is doeumenting that eertain 
fundamental rights of the individual EU members have been granted. At ministerial level, the 
wording of the doeument is part of the eontraet and thus part of the “Treaty of Eisbon”. 
Poland and the United Kingdom have negotiated opt out from this Charter. In eontrast to 
people of the EU, the Russian people do not have any guaranteed human rights. 

The attraetor {Tps=Exploiting) is the deseriptor of the singularity in the position (X7, 
Y4). It earries the magnitude of (q=32.6560). The tense relationship between the 28 member 
states of the EU arose at a time when Great Britain signalled its intention to leave the union 
because its renegotiation failed. Rather than creating a momentum for Britain to stay in the 
union, the initiated referendum by David Cameron appeared as a great miscalculation by 
himself and the British Government. 

Another miscalculation concerning the EU and the Western world overall has been 
made by the Russian Empire. In manipulating people, regions and countries outside its 
territories, the intention of the Government got a revolutionary touch that it applied to its 
international relations. Galeotti (2018) for example states that the greatest effects achieved by 
Russia of today are bound to its willingness and capacity to “break the rules of international 
behaviour”; meanwhile the EU tries to preserve good manner and style in its international 
relations. By presuming that the Western world would be indecisive in its support of the 
victims, Russia, in its egomaniacal behaviour is always gambling at the borderline, and is 
exploiting arising opportunities in its attacks. 

The attractor (I\\\=Faithfulness) in Eigure 4 determines a state that has emerged at 
the mountain right-hand side. The corresponding singularity has appeared in the position (X7, 
Y5) with magnitude of (q=39.9829). In essence, the victorious Western powers, mainly the 
United States of America (USA) forged the EU to promote democratic ideals. Nonetheless, 
several member states, including Britain continue to challenge this principle. Nowadays, after 
70 years of progress, nationalistic movements and tendencies are elevating economic 
anxieties, which suddenly become a challenge to the EU. 

Because of the critical attitude by the British people, the UK has turned away and 
abandoned the EU as a project of unification that it once was proud of as expression of 
reliance in an integration that would discourage hostilities. However, various circumstances 
have contributed to common elements of public distrust in the institutions of the EU. A 
general distrust has emerged because the US today appears to some of the EU members as a 
de-stabilizing factor in parity with the “self-awareness” of the Russians (Isachenkov, 2018). 
They appear to see themselves to be in the limelight of aggressive visions and foreign 
countries that manipulate antagonistic forces. It may be very likely that the Western countries 
will act decisively in support of the EU not least in the light of the miscalculation by Russians 
concerning the response by the Western world towards the Russian’s misdeed in Britain. 

Discussion 

To begin the discussion, it is essential to point out that the EU, since the end of the 
Second World War, is the most important organization for the transformation of Europe into a 
peaceful continent and a force that works for democracy and for human rights, according to 
the Nobel Prize Committee of 2012. Eor its contribution over six decades to the advancement 
of peace and reconciliation, democracy and human rights in Europe, the EU is the power, 
which guarantees human conduct. 

It is a strange and not least a sad condition that Russia conceives the peacekeeping 
efforts of the West as a sign of weakness. Eor example, a lacking will to confrontations is in 
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the eyes of the Russians an encouragement or ‘carte blanche’ “to bend and break the rules of 
the international order ...” (Adam Michnik in Wikipedia.org, 2019, July 3,). Both citations 
give a hint on the height of the mental barrier in the understanding of expectations and life 
conditions between east and west. The Russian civilians who had a German Nationality mark 
in their Soviet passports left Russia with the purpose to integrate into the Federal Republic of 
Germany (BRD). However, to adapt to western cultural pattern is no easy task. In the 
perspective of the Russians these people are potential spies and enemies and back in 
Germany, people from East Germany (DDR) (i.e. Saxony) suddenly consider them as 
“traitors to the people”. 

What is particularly frustrating from the mental point of view is in the east-west 
relationship an understanding that Russian Government officials treat the west with 
resentment and an expression of superiority. Even worse, people from the west are regarded 
as inferior. Einally, progressive isolation and contempt for the way of life of the western 
world and opinion is, according to Robertson (2014, March 17), a sign of the ‘Hubris’ 
syndrome. 
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
